Applicant shows a distinct film coated tablet formulation comprised of 
oxcarbazepine. Tablet forms of oxcarbazepine are known. Bourquin US 
5,472,714, considered the closest prior art of record, shows oxcarbazepine 
tablets prepared by granulation of the active ingredient and excipients. The 
prior art does not show nor fairly suggest applicant's finite granular 
oxcarbazepine formulation having the distinct median particle sizes and 
maximum residue limitations as set forth in claims 1 6-20.
